And What Have You

Cong. Omar Burleson’s weekly 
newsletter this week seems very 
timely with the current happenings 
in some of our universities. 
Because we like what he has to 
say about the campus uprisings we 
are running his newsletter here in 
full. 
"The Department of Justice has 
available to it several laws which 
could be invoked to seek indictments 
against instigators of disturbances 
on college campuses. Laws related 
to interference with military re ­ 
cruitment are a case in point. 
’’Primarily and essentially, the 
responsibility for the maintenance 
of order on college campuses is that 
of the school’s administrators and 
trustees. The least desirable rem ­ 
edy is the Federal Government’s 
intervention but some may be nec­ 
essary. 
"The prevalent excuse for the 
militants’ behavior is opposition to 
ROTC programs and military re ­ 
cruiters on college campuses. This 
becomes a direct Federal problem. 
General Leonard Chapman, Com­ 
mandant of the Marine Corps, has 
made public the fact that some col — 
lege administrators not only are 
failing to control student take-over 
but are denying recruiters facili­ 
ties to obtain volunteers. Both the 
Army and Air Force are having the 
same experience. 
"Militant students on many col­ 
lege campuses are protesting the 
maintenance of courses for officers 
training. Of course, our enemies 
are the benefactors of this conduct. 
"There seems to be an attitude 
on the part of some college and uni­ 
versity officials that the anti-war 
protesters should not be dealt with 
instantly, even when buildings are 
seized and the campus authorities 
are threatened unless student de­ 
mands are met. It is obvious that in 
a great many instances if protesters 
were not against the Vietnam wrar 
and research in connection with de­ 
fense preparations, some other ex­ 
cuse would be found, but this is the 
one in which the Federal Govern­ 
ment has a stake. 
"The opportunity is at hand for 
the Federal Government to ask for 
indictments and tell these revolu­ 
tionary students that when a nation 
is at war, their conduct is aiding 
and giving comfort to the enemy. 
Even the Supreme Court has recent­ 
ly said that "demonstrations" can 
not be viewed as free speech when 
violence or the use of force is in­ 
volved. This is "the law" and those 
students who insist that they can 
impair our military position 
by 
force and violence should be shown 
otherwise. 
’To bolster present law, sev­ 
eral of us in the Congress have in­ 
troduced legislation to cut off Fed­ 
eral funds to any college or univer­ 
sity in the Land where rioting and 
disorders are taking place if, and 
only if, responsible officials of the 
institution sit back and make no ef­ 
fort to restore order immediately. 
’’There are few 
colleges and 
universities in the Country which 
do not receive Federal funds in some 
form or other. There is already a 
provision in law which terminates 
the individual 
college 
student’s 
funds when he is found guilty of the 
type of conduct now taking place but 
unless school administrators co­ 
operate in establishing guilt, its 
effectiveness is lost. If, however, 
all Federal funds are cut off from 
the school itself, 
results may be 
produced. 
"There are two approaches to 
this problem. We can do nothing, 
or a realistic approach can be made 
to help a few timid or indecisive 
administrators in these colleges and 
universities face up to their re ­ 
sponsibilities. 
It must be they and 
not their students who run the cam ­ 
puses. 
’’The sheepdog would have to be 
very smart and his shepherd pretty

time to put the sheep up at night. 
The right to legitimate dissent and 
discussion on our campuses is an 
important tool in the process of 
learning but dissent becomes 
an 
enemy of education when it denies 
the learning process to those who 
are notdissenting. Militant students 
protesting for absolute freedom de­ 
ny freedom to those who are enrolled 
in the institution for the 
simple 
purpose of getting an education. 
"It is to be emphasized again 
that the legislation introduced is not 
to say that the Federal Government 
should walk onto any campus and 
apply its police powers. T his can 
and should be done by the people 
charged with the responsibility of 
running the institution and teaching 
our young people. If this responsi­ 
bility is not met by the proper of­ 
ficials, then it seems not only 
right 
but the responsibil ity of tile Federal 
Government to look for a better 
place to spend the taxpayers’ money 
to assist in educating our young 
people. 
"This in itself should be enough 
to apply the pressure of withholding 
funds but, in addition, the bombing 
and arson aimed at ROTC and se­ 
lective service recruitment is a 
criminal act which should be dealt 
with. There is no guesswork at the 
intent of the Students of a Demo­ 
cratic Society which is the core of 
the revolutionary tactics on many 
campuses, to January they passed a 
resolution, 
a part of which states 
"students alone can not and will not 
be able to bring about the downfall 
of capitalism" but could 
advance 
this objective by stepping up dis­ 
ruptive demonstrations on college 
campuses, by attacking police in­ 
stitutes, centers of counter-insur­ 
gency, 
and ’the repressive nature 
of America's police, 
courts and 
military.
